While I am not taking a position in this e-mail regarding the refarming of 
the bands, I have one point that I would like to ask that goes past this 
"position" that the ARRL is taking. 


If the ARRL is such a bad organization, then what is the alternative 
organization that we can turn to represent our perspective in the fight to 
keep our hobby/service at the level that we want? Without an alternative 
for representation, NO organization is worse than a bad organization. 
(Before anyone rips me here, don't tell me that letting the FCC make all 


decisions on our behalf is better than anything the ARRL is doing). 


Rather than blasting the ARRL, let's get involved and start making an impact 
on how it is run. If our way is better, then let's not spend 10 years 
starting a new organization, let's work for changes in the existing one. 
Changing the existing one will take less time and effort. 


Now that may be the issue, the time and effort. It takes virtually no 
effort to criticize an organization. It takes work to make a difference. 
The ones running the ARRL are making a difference, so if you disagree with 
them, make a difference also by getting involved. 


I am speaking from experience from another hobby. There will be those that 
will only participate (meaning PAY DUES) in the organizations that ask them 
what the organization should do for them and ONLY them. That's fine, but 
these same people never have a REAL voice, because they never get directly 
involved, beyond paying dues. It is much easier to take a view from the 
"cheap seats" and criticize the team that they want to fail. The only 
problem is that when the team fails, it goes out of business! Then they 
have no team! 


Not everyone who disagrees with the ARRL is wrong, in fact, good discussions 
make all organizations better. Those that don't have time to get involved 
have good discussion points also. All I am saying is let's work together to 
make ARRL better. 


I am not taking a side for or against the ARRL on the issue of refarming the 
bands I am just asking the question of the alternatives to ARRL. It seems 
to my small mind that getting with the ARRL and making it "better" is light 
years ahead of a nonexistent organization. Calling the ARRL crap is 
accomplishing NOTHING IMHO. Make a difference, if it really matters to you, 
beyond the mighty keyboard. 


I do have a position regarding the refarming of the bands, but that is my 
opinion and everyone will decide their position regardless of my opinion. I 
will work my way through the ARRL on my opinion, until I see the light of an 
alternative organization that stands ready to fight for us (and is respected 
enough to be listened to by the powers that be). 


I really want all posters to take themselves a little less seriously and 
allow others to have their opinions. The venom that we too often see on 
this list is quite bad and makes us all seem slightly less human to 
outsiders viewing us. 


Have a great and Merry Christmas. I just hope that Santa is out of coal 
lumps before he gets to my house! I really doubt it though!

On the REV2c Parts Layout Diagram, the parts from left to right along the 
bottom row above the key (J1) it should be L1, C5, R4, C9. The parts are 
listed CORRECTLY in the schematic and the parts list.

The resistors are off by the multiplier due to a mistake in ordering. I 
will be sending out replacements to everyone as I want to fix this mistake.

I discovered a way to get a correct frequency readout using the W1SQLPSK 
program with the Warbler. Since the Warbler is a LSB PSK rig, the 
frequencies were reading out wrong and the progarm was assuming that the 
rig was on USB. By typing in a Transmitter Frequency of NEGATIVE 3.582 
MHz I was able to trick the program into giving the correct frequency 
after it adds the tone frequency to the xmtr freq. 


I dont know if this was already common knowledge, but I figured it best 
to share it just in case anyone else might want to try it with LSB.

Besides, this is just a committee recomendation, not a board decision. 


In many countries there is no allocation by mode, but it happens by 
gentlemen's agreement. Maybe we don't have enough gentlemen here, 
however, and need to be regulated. 


The only band where I see CW operation filling up the current sub-band 
is 20 meters. 20 doesn't have a novice allocation anyway, so isn't 
affected here. The big problem with 40 is the different sub-bands 
between Region 2 and the rest of the world, along with broadcast QRM. 
If we are successful at the next WARC in obtaining a larger exclusive 
40 m. amateur allocation for Regions 1 and 3, that should ease things 
quite a bit. Although I operate CW probably 75-80 percent of the time, 
I feel the proposed changes make sense. 200 kHz on 80, 125 kHz on 40, 
175 on 15 and the current 300 kHz on 10 meters are more than enough for 
the current level of activity. The phone portions are much more 
crowded.

For what its worth, I do this for a living (maintain computers and 


networks). I though I'd offer my experiences with XP. 


I have been running Windows XP since roughly March, just before the public 
beta first came out. Since then, I've done roughly a dozen installs, some 
upgrades to either Win2K or Win.098K, some clean installs. In all cases the 
worst problem I've had was a lockup during the installation, which was 
solved by simply rebooting and beginning the install again. 


Windows XP has been as good or better than Windows 2000 in stability and 
reliability. Very few times has it locked up (in hundreds of hours of 
operation), and then it was almost surely due to the bleeding edge games and 
hardware I run at times. XP significantly exceeds Win2K's hardware and 
software compatibility. 


It is such an improvement over '98 and ME that I highly recommend that you 
install it. If you decide to install it, I recommend running the 
compatibility check before you do. With your existing operating system 
running, pop in the XP CD, and choose 'Check system compatibility.' This 
will show you where you are likely to have problems (with hardware or 
software you currently have installed) so you can plan accordingly. 


XP has run fine for me on everything from a 300MHz Celeron with 64MB RAM, to 
my newer Athlon XP 1600+ system, with all manner of hardware, some pieces 3 
and 4 years old. While I have found a few devices that XP didn't have 
device drivers for, anything with Win2K drivers will work. I have even had 
things XP said would NOT work, work just fine. 


Any time you upgrade your operating system, I highly recommend you do a 

clean install. You just have a better chance of a smooth running system 
afterwards. However, the upgrades I have done with XP are working just 

fine. 


Whenever you perform major changes to your computer's hardware or software, 
you should back up all of your critical data. Any time you change your 
operating system, be prepared to lose any and all of your data and programs. 
CD burners and media are so cheap these days, everyone should have one, and 
they make an excellent way to back up your data before an OS upgrade. 


Again, I highly recommend XP. My eXPeriences with it have been great, and 
the new features it offers are really enjoyable. 


So there you go - my more-than-two-cents worth. I'll be happy to answer any 
questions you have regarding XP (or any other subject matter).

I suggest using 
the QRPp article, and maybe subbing the xtalk filter and RX mute for Jims 
newest variable filter and mute design, only because of the incredible 
gain. Obviously, be aware of and use the errata sheet for the QRPp article 
available on Jims website. 


There are a lot of very good variations, even some Jim designed, but I think 
some of us are getting more and more confused as a result. 


Some of us newbies can't operate "on the fly" and make changes or make 
assumptions like the very seasoned and senior QRP'ers can, and I think a lot 
are getting dismayed and frustrated. 


Jim's design from the QRPp article TO ME is the easiest and makes the most 
sense to follow, keeping in mind the observations noted above. If you use 
his original parts designations, (ie, T1, C22, etc) the original placement 
of parts, and original concept, it will work, and work GREAT! 


I have the proof here. Believe me, if I can do it, so can others. I'm sure I 
will get some flames from those who like to "go out on there own" and build 
it "their way", so flame on. There are some of us out there who can put 
together anything without reading the instructions too. (and those that 
can!)

The Advanced region is from 3775 and up.

I think that a lot of folks have in mind that what they hear, and dislike, 
on 75 is all coming from "Extras" when the exact opposite is much more 
likely. 


The Extra portion of the band is NOT 3850 and above and I suspect that very 
few of the operators in that region hold Extra licenses. Which is not to 
say that I have not heard some Extras talk and behave on the air ina 
shameless and inexcuable manner. But, seldom do I ever hear anything out of 
line in the Extra region that you named. 


By the same token, General class licensees as a group are not responsible 
for the trash on the mid to upper end of 75. It is just as incorrect and 
unfair to fault that class of operator as it is to fault Extra class 
operators, even when the license class frequency assignment is 
misunderstood.

When I first considered the prospect of a high-speed, always on connection, 
I quickly built up a firewall and had it working BEFORE I got connected. 


I'm glad I did. I made sure there was good logging on the firewall and was 
amazed at the number of port scans and probes for various trojans I logged. 
I always knew the Internet was a wild and wooly place, until then, I hadn't 


realized just how wild. 


With the demise of @Home, I had to change providers. I was very surprised 
at the difference. With @Home, I was allocated an address from the ‘cable 
modem' block of addresses. Hackers are always looking for a fast, always up 
connection from which to launch attacks, and this was the first place they 
looked. 


My new provider has addresses in that range, too. But interestingly, I was 
allocated an address from a class B network. Whether because it's a class B 
network, ox because my new provider is a little more careful at their 
gateway, I don't know, but the number of knocks at my door has dropped 
Significantly. 


Oh, they are still poking around. Just a few minutes ago someone was poking 
at the portmapper address, but now I sometimes can go for hours without 
logging an attempt. That NEVER happened with @Home. When Code Red was in 
full bloom, it was unusual to go for 2 or 3 minutes without an attempt. 


I don't think many folks realize just how many people are out there looking 
for a weakness. If you are connected all the time, especially if you are 
connected over a high speed connection, you absolutely need a firewall of 
some sort.

I've had several responses to my last message on Windows XP, so I thought 
I'd post some links and other info.

- If you are worried about Windows Product Activation (WPA), or are just 
having trouble sleeping, read this excellent article: 

http://www. licenturion.com/xp/fully-licensed-wpa.txt 

Basically, it says that WPA does not send sensitive or personal information 
to Microsoft. It simply verifies that your copy of XP hasn't been installed 
on someone else's machine (even multi-billionaires are entitled to be paid 
for each of the products they sell). There are no Big Brother Bill tactics 
involved. I have found WPA to be completely painless, even when I had to 
reactivate following the replacement of my motherboard. Even over a dial-up 
connection, WPA takes just a few short minutes from start to finish. You 
are NOT required to register (which usually involves giving them your name, 
address, phone number, etc.) with Microsoft, by the way. 


- Because XP is based on the Windows NT (and later 2K) kernel, older 
(usually DOS) programs, which directly access hardware, aren't likely to 
work. In order to run these programs, you should set up a dual-boot system 
with a dedicated FAT partition that you can boot to and run DOS programs. 
This really isn't difficult and here's an excellent article on the subject: 
http: //support.microsoft.com/default.aspx?scid=kb; en-us;Q306559 If you 
don't want to reformat to get multiple partitions, I have two words for you: 
Partition Magic 


- XP has a built-in firewall, which, while simple, does the job for the vast 
majority of users. By default, it blocks all incoming traffic so most users 
can just turn it on and leave it. For more info, go here: 

http: //support.microsoft.com/default.aspx?scid=kb; en-us;q283673 That, 
combined with up-to-date virus software, promptly applied OS patches and a 
dose of common sense is all that one needs to operate safely on the ‘Net 
these days. My home machine (Win XP Pro since March) runs 24/7 on a cable 
modem with no virus infections or other hacks getting through. 


- Regarding the recent news of a security hole in XP, not much out there is 
completely safe. It wasn't long ago that a serious security flaw was found 
in DNS, one of the oldest and most widely used programs on the Internet (and 
one critical to its operation). Nowadays, most security flaws are found by 
security professionals and patches (fixes) are issued before hackers can 
exploit them. Such is true of the XP flaw. The moral of the story is that 
like any other complex system (like your car, your house, your wife) you 
have to perform regular maintenance. I make regular trips to Windows Update 
to make sure I have applied any recent patches. 


I hope this info helps.
